To the General Assembly—GENTLEMEN ;

An official copy of Pig act will doubtless be 
received from the Hecretary of State of the 
United States within « few days. 

The act baving been ac lopted during the 
last hours of the session, Congress ad- 
journed without having admitted Senators 
or Representatives. By section 5, of the 
Reconstruction Act of March. 2d, 9867, the 
“actual admission of Senators and Kepre- 
sentatives is made a-condition precedent 
to the abrogation of military authority,”
